Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1955  ^ 
dealing  with  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

Dr.  F.  L.  Groarke  terminated  his  appointment  at  the  end  0; 
September,  having  been  selected  as  Area  Medical  Officer  and  Medica. 
Officer  of  Health  for  Barking.  The  Council  were  fortunate  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  Dr.  W.  A.  Bullough,  who  until  his  retirement  was  tW 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  carry  on  the  duties  of  Medica, 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  district  until  my  own  duties  commenced  on 
January  1st,  1956. 

Mr.  Hodgkinson  also  left  the  district  during  the  year  and  ii: 
December,  Mr.  N.  Hawkins  the  Senior  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector 
was  appointed  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Cleansing  Officer. 


Birth  Rate 

The  birth  rate  shows  a slight  increase  on  the  previous  year,  bu 
remains  lower  than  the  National  figure. 


Hosp’tals 

The  position  concerning  the  accommodation  for  maternity  casec 
appears  satisfactory. 

The  accommodation  available  for  the  ,aged  and  chronic  sicli 
continues  to  lag  behind  the  demand.  Owing  to  the  very  good  liaisor 
between  the  officers  of  the  institutions  for  chronic  sick  and  agec't 
persons  and  ourselves,  necessitous  cases  are  usually  admitted  after  t! 
short  interval. 
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I For  the  care  of  mental  defectives  there  remains  a shortage  of 
nstitutional  accommodation.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  a day  occupa- 
ion  centre  will  be  provided  in  Clacton  before  long  for  suitable  mental 
lefectives. 

jlnfectious  Disease 

i The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  shows  a vast 
increase  on  the  1954  figure.  829  notifications  were  received  in  com- 
iparison  with  92  in  the  previous  year.  This  difference  is  made  up 
(largely  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  which  occurred;  714  cases 
•|being  notified  in  comparison  with  10  for  the  previous  year.  It  is  to 
ilx  remembered  that  outbreaks  of  measles  tend  to  occur  biennially. 
(Added  to  this,  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  also 
i^hows  an  increase  on  the  previous  year. 

Twelve  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  1955. 

IFood  Hygiene 

This  is  a most  important  subject  to  the  nation  generally.  In  a sea- 
side town,  such  as  Clacton,  where  the  main  industry  is  that  of  catering 
for  the  holidaymaker,  food  hygiene  is  a necessity.  It  is  well  known 
that  food  poisoning  occurs  when  hygienic  methods  in  food  handling 
are  poor.  No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  a catering  establishment 
of  any  description  is  good  publicity  for  the  town,  or  the  establishment 
concerned. 

On  January  1st,  1956,  new  regulations  came  into  force  which  we 
hope  will  strengthen  the  hand  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  dealing  with 
those  of  the  catering  trade  who  fail  to  recognise  the  importance  of  food 
hygiene,  and  who  could  so  easily  cause  the  town  as  a whole  to  suffer.

Birth  Rate  : 10.0  per  1,000  population. 

Percentage  of  Illegitimate  Births  : 7.8%. 

243  babies  were  born  during  the  year,  which  is  11  more  than 
the  total  for  the  previous  year,  and  118  less  than  the  number  of  deaths. 
This  number  of  live  births  gives  a birth  rate  for  the  district  of  10.0 
per  1,000  population.  There  is  undoubtedly  a lesser  proportion  of 
women  of  child  bearing  age  in  our  community  than  for  the  country 
as  a whole,  but  in  allowing  for  this  inequality  in  age  groups  by  using 
the  comparability  factor,  the  corrected  rate  of  12.3  is  still  considerably 
lower  than  the  national  figure  of  15.0. 

(b)  Still  Births 

3 still  births  occurred  during  the  year,  in  a total  of  246  births. 
This  number  gives  a still  birth  rate  of  12.2  per  1,000  total  births. 

(c)  Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  belonging 
to  the  Urban  District  was  361  (184  male  and  177  female).  This  is 
equal  to  a death  rate  of  14.9  per  1,000  population. 

This  high  rate  is  due  to  the  greater  proportion  of  elderly  persons 
in  this  district,  but  by  correcting  this  inequality  in  age  groups  by  the 
use  of  the  comparability  factor  of  0.66,  we  get  a corrected  death  rate 
of  9.8  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  national  figure  of  11.7. 

Of  the  361  deaths,  the  number  over  the  age  of  65  years  totalled 
279,  giving  a percentage  of  77.3%. 

The  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Table  II. 

(d)  Infant  Mortality  Rate 

There  were  8 deaths  (8  Legitimate)  of  children  under  1 year  of 
age.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  based  on  the  number  of  live  births 
registered  in  the  year,  i.e.,  243,  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  32.9  per 
1,000  births.

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

During  the  year  122  children  received  the  primary  diphtheria 
immunisation  course,  and  a further  42  received  a boosting  dose. 
Similarly  47  children  were  protected  against  whooping  cough. 

Measles 

Measles  was  the  most  prevalent  notifiable  disease  during  the  year; 
714  cases  being  notified.  This  seems  to  be  the  largest  number  of  cases 
notified  in  this  district  in  one  year  since  the  commencement  of  the 
notification  of  this  disease. 


Whooping  Cough 

The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  the  year 
was  86,  an  increase  of  57  on  the  previous  year.  It  is  hoped  that  as  the 
mimumsation  against  Whooping  Cough  progresses,  this  disease  will 
become  less  prevalent. 
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Poliomyelitis 

12  cases  were  notified,  5 more  than  in  1954.  The  envisaged  pro- 
gramme of  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  should  commence  in 
1956,  The  results  of  this  will  be  eagerly  awaited  and  it  is  hoped  thaf 
this  crippling  disease  can  eventually  be  greatly  reduced  in  its  incidence, 
if  not  eradicated. 

Typhoid  Fever 

Two  cases  (residents)  occurred  during  1955,  The  source  of  the  infec- 
tion was  eventually  traced  to  a relative  living  in  another  district  who 
proved  to  be  a carrier  of  the  disease  and  who  was  subsequently  treated. 
The  investigations  carried  out  in  this  case  proved  to  be  a good  example 
of  the  co-operation  between  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  districts 
concerned  and  the  hospital  and  laboratory  services. 


Paratyphoid  Fever 

One  case  (a  visitor)  occurred  in  the  district.  The  patient  was 
admitted  to  hospital  and  subsequent  investigations  finally  proved  the 
diagnosis.

The  reports  on  the  Pork  Pies  show  the  value  of  wrapping  at  the 
place  of  manufacture  in  that  all  wrapped  pies  except  one  had  low 
Bacterial  Counts  and  that  none  had  become  infected  with  Pathogenic 
Organisms.  The  Bacterial  Counts  on  the  unwrapped  samples  ranged 
from  5 million  down  to  180 — in  2 instances  the  pies  had  become 
infected  with  Staphyloccus  Aureus. 

The  reports  also  serve  to  emphasise  the  need  for  scrupulous  attention  . 
to  personal  hygiene  on  the  part  of  all  food  handlers.

With  respect  to  No.  4,  a copy  of  the  Bacteriologist’s  report  was 
sent  to  the  local  Authority  concerned. 

The  results  are  better  than  those  of  1954.  The  Bacterial  Counts 
range  from  250,000  down  to  2,000.  In  one  instance  Staphyloccus 
Aureus  was  isolated  and  Bacillus  Coli  was  found  in  one  other  sample. 
Appropriate  ‘ follow-up  ’ action  was  taken  in  respect  of  unsatisfactory
